John Edgar Hoover was born January 1, 1895, in the Diatrict 
of Columbia. He »as educated in the public achools of the District 
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from The George Washington University. He holds honorary degrees 
from The George Washington University, Pennsylvania Military College, 
New York Untuersity, Xalamazoo College, Westminster College, Okla- 
homa Fiptist Untversity, Georgetown University, Drake University, 
University of the South, Motre Dame University, St. John's Universit; 
Taw School, Rutgers University, University of Arkangas, Holy Croas 
College, Seton Hall College, Marquette Untuersity and Pace College. 


Mr. Hoover entered the Department of Justice in 1917, and 
in 1919, ne was appointed Special Assistant to the Attorney General. 
From 192] until 1924 he served as Assistant Director of the Bureau of 
Inve stigatton and in May, 1924, he was named Director. 


ur. Hoover is a member of the Masonic Order; Kappa Alpha 
Fraternity; Qmicron Delta Kappa; Delta Theta Phi; Alpha Phi Omega; and 
Zeta Sigma Fie He ts @ member of many national and state-wide law en- 
forcement associations. He ts a trustee of The George Washington Uni- 
versity; @ member of the Board of Directors of the Boys’ Clubs of 
Americas a@ member of tne National Committee on Public felations of the 
Boy Scouts of America; and an Active Member of the Grand Council of the 
Order of DeMolay. 


He has been admitted to practice law before the bar of the 
District Court of the United States for the District of Columbia, the 
United States Court of Claims, and the United States Supreme Court, 


On March 8, 1946, Mr. Hoover was presented the Medal of Merit 
by the President of the United States. On December 30, 1951, the 
Jewish hur Veterans of the United States of America presented Mr. Hoover 
"The Gold Medal of Merit" citation for “outstanding service in safe- 


guarding the security of the United States of America against Communist 
conspiracy and subversion," 


On June 25, 1952, the Associated Credit Bureaus of America 
presented Mr. Hoover’ their. Credit Award “for distinguished contribu- 
tions to the Advarcement and Protection of the American Way of Life." 


On May 22, 1953, Mr. Hoover was presented with the Distin- 
guished Seryice Citation of the All American Conference to Combat 
Communism "for absolutely vital service rendered to the United Statea 
of America and to freedom everywhere in the world." 


On May 19, 1954, Honorable Herbert Brownell, Jr., Attorney 
General of the United States, awarded Wr. Hoover a Certificate of Merit 
tn recognition of Ais service as Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for thirty yearse

He stated that as a matter of fact, 
he nas had the highest regard for the Director for his wonderful 
service to the country, and that his actions were extremely stupid. 


With regard to his attack on SA COLLINS, he stated that he 
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was "pulling his leg" and in his drunken condition, he did take a 
Swing at COLLINS which gazed him. He further stated that had he 

believed COLLINS was an Agent, he would never have taken such an 

action. | 


With regard to President EJSENHOWER, he stated he had 
nothing but admiration for him and his administration and had in fact 
voted for him and will vote for him again.

With regard to the word "fascist" whioh he used, he stated 
that he had no particular recollection regarding that word, and if 
in fact he did use it, it had no particular significance and that it 
was just part of his efforts to arouse Agent COLLINS. 
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He was questioned closely as to any possible basis which 
mignt have been a hidden reason for his remarks, and he stated that 
they were absolutely without foundation and without agnifiocance of. 
an, kind. He was just stupidly drunk and said he certainly wished 
it had never happened. He stated that he would be very happy to 
apologize, if given the opportunity. 


f ft was pointed out to ΡΝ that his remarks and actions 
were certainly not those of a man who intended to become a doctor 
and cnet as aati be ashamed of having so conducted himself. It 
= was poin ame him that even drunk, he should have recognized 
aa the fact that Mr. Hoover has devoted his life to the service of his

On May 10th in the morning, Maureen Gothlin of the United 
Press advised Mr. McGuire that her office had received a rumor that 
the Director was to call a press conference at 2:00 p.m. that date to 
announce his retirement and to announce his successor as Mr. L. V. 
Boardman. Mr. McGuire informed Mias Gothlin there was no foundation 
to this rumor and as a matter of fact the Director was not even in the 
city but was out working. Shortly thereafter George Gaylin of Acme 
Newspictures called to request a photograph of Mr. Boardman aa they 
did not have ona in their files. That evening Bill Hutchinson told 
me that he had received a tip that the Director was going to announce 
his retirement. I told Bill that this was asinine and that some rumor- 
monger was at work.

Around 10:40 on Monday night, May 10th, Jack Adams of the 
Associated Press called me and stated that the Associated Preas had 
recélved a query from the Star as to whether they had any information 
that the Director was to retire. Checking back, the Associated Press 
learned that a "hysterical woman” called the Star shortly before 10:30 
p.m. and stated she had heard such a report on the radio. The Associated 
Press checked radios as they monitor newscasts and could find no trace 
of any such report. Adams apologized for even calling. He thought that 
we should know that there was a rumor out. I told Adams that this was 
asinine, that the Director was out of the city on official business and 
was celebrating his 30th anniversary by working. I further told Adams 
that I would judge that someone was trying to stir up trouble, that we 
nad heard this rumor elsewhere. Adams atated that certainly it appeared 
to him that there was some malice back of thia. oat 

In each of the above-mentioned instances, there was real 
concern expressed over the rumor. Bill Hutchinson, partic larly, said 
that he, of course, knew that it could not be true, that 14 “would be 
tragic indeed if the Director were to retire at this time ag, in Bill's 
opinion, the peak of the Director's career still lies ahead.

Payment will be made for death by self-destruction after the Agent has 
been a member of the fund for a continuous period of tuo years. It is understood and agreed 
that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund which I 
understand is to be administered in the following manner. The liability of the fund shall not 
under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability shall 
occur. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters per- 
taining to the acquisition, safe keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recom 
mend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent mattera. The Assistant Director of the 
Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who 18 a member of said fund the appointed com 
mittee will consider the case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. 
Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assistant Director of the Administrative 
Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The following 
person is designated as my beneficiary for FBI Agents’!

At the conclusion of the interview, Gg repeated 
that the only time he ever discussed the Director vith Sp 
was in December, 1948, as related above. 


I would like to point eut that Gig vas fully 
cooperative during this interview and expressed considerable 
anxiety that the allegations ade by QQ wight effect our 
feelings and relations toward him. He gppeared to be very 
sincere and forthright in his denial of the allegations mde 
by and I have no reason to believe that he was net 
telling the truth based on his recollection of his dealings 
with Sa.

John Edgar Hoover waa born January 1, 1895, tn the District o/ 
Columsia. He was educated in the publtc achools of the District of 
Columota and received LL.5. and LL.M. Degrees from George Washington 
Untversity. He holds Honorary Degrees from George Washington Univeraett, 
Pennsylvanta Military College, New York Untuersity, Drake Univeretty, - 
Westminster College, Oklahoma Baptist Untversity, Georgetown Univeratty, 
Notre Dame Untversity, St. John's University Law School, Rutgers Uni-~ 
versity, the Untuerstty of Arkansas, Seton Hall College, Holy Croesa 
College and Marquette Untversity. He holds an Honorary Degree of Docto» 
of Science from Kalamazoo College and an Honorary Degree of Doctor of 
Civtl Laws from the Unituveratty of the South.
